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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant does not specifically define in the 
rejected claims that the Manhattan or Manhattan wiring direction is a horizontal line direction. Also, applicant should notes that the usual 
meaning of the term "Manhattan" is a rectangular or right-angle rectilinear. Since Fig. 10 and Fig. 14 do not show the rectangular or right- 
angle rectilinear line coupled to a conductor deposed in the preferred diagonal wiring direction, the objection to the drawings and the 112 
1st rejection are maintained. Further, applicant should notes that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., a horizontal line to read as 
the Manhattan direction) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations 
from the specification are not read into the claims. Furthermore, Juengling discloses in Fig. 8 and column 1, lines 15 and 16 an IC with at 
least two sections (left-down and left-up sides of 81 7)that each have a different preferred wiring direction (805 for down direction and 801 L 
- 804L for up direction). Finally, applicant should notes that mere duplication of parts has no patentable significance unless a new and 
unexpected result is produced. 
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
